Her 
humor, grit and devotion have 
sustained her through her 
adventurous and sometimes 
difficult life 


‘It really is important to have 
the right attitude and alway: 
have plenty of hope: You have to 
look on the bright side, The 
rough spots don't last too long,’ 
she explained 


With the peace of one who has 
come to terms with her past, the 
Collinsville resident relates her 
early childhood, which began 
when she was found abandoned 
near Fort Dodge, lowa 

The police, unable to find any 
information about her parents, 
turned the baby over to the 
Lutheran Children’s Home 
Finding Society 














Ruth was baptized there on 
March 29, 1907. Doctors 
estimated her to be 1 week old, 
so she celebrates March 22 as 
her birthday. 

A Lutheran minister servicing 
hospitals brought her to St 
louis, where she was adopted by 
Julius and Sophia Tolzman. 

Her adoptive mother died of 
spinal meningitis when she was 
3-She was th ent to live with 
her mother's ter and husband, 
Amelia and Gustav Troemel 
‘Two years later, her bereaved 
adopted father committed 
suicide. 




















“I was ill with whooping 
cough, a serious illness in those 
days. My father would come to 
visit me every day. He suddenly 
stopped coming and I was told 
later he died. No one mentioned 
she recalled 
er, after overhearing a 
Conversation, did she figure out 
what had really happened to her 
father.

Shortly after Martin Simon's 
ordination as a Lutheran 
minister, they were married and 
sent to China 

The young honeymooners 
sailed 23 days to China and 1,200 
miles up the Yangtze River to 
Wanhsien, Szechwan, China 

“It was beautiful scenery, 
really gorgeous,"’ she recalled. 

They enjoyed learning the 
language, but the political strife 
in China during the 1920s cut 
their stay short. They were 
forced to flee with only one 
suitcase for Shanghai, where 
they continued their studies until 
they were called home 

After a rough boat ride home, 
they arrived in Portland, Ore., 
with little time before the birth 
of their first child. Paul was 
born on Thanksgiving Day, 
November 1928. A second son, 
Arthur, was born 20 months 
later, in July 1930. 

Martin Simon accepted a 
pastorate in Eugene, Ore., a big 
lumber community where 
workers frequently moved 
around from mill to mill 

That was when the idea of 
beginning a children’s periodical 
started and the Simons set to 
work writing, publishing and 
circulating a weekly called The 
Children’s Hour.

Sventually he ran for state 
representative and held various 
elected positions, including 
lieutenant governor, U.S. House 
Representative and U.S. Senator 

Arthur Simon followed his 
father's footsteps and entered 
the Lutheran ministry, authored 
several books and headed the 
Washington, D.C.-based 
organization B.R.E.A.D., whose 
purpose is to fight world hunger. 
He is currently affiliated with 
the Christian Children’s Fund.

ent.”

“The way I create these maz- 
es, I can guarantee that, no mat- 
ter where you start on my maz- 
es, and no matter where you 
finish, there will only be exactly 
one solution between those two 
points.” 

The average maze is created 
from beginning to end because 
the author starts with the 
answer, he said. The dead-ends 
are usually put near the begin-

Oddsmakers begin Oscar countdown

For the first time, a St. Louis- 
an has been nominated as the 
producer of a film named for 
Best Picture by the Motion Pic- 
ture Academy of Arts and Sci- 
enees.

Federal government offers 
tepid response to recession

Compared to recessions past, 
the federal government's 
respons€ to the current economic 
downturn is decidedly tepid. 

President Bush's cutting of tax 
withholding rates will stuff about 
$7 a week into workers’ pockets. 
The $400 tax credit that’s the 
centerpiece of congressional 
Democrats’ recession-busting 
package is worth about $7 a 
week to married taxpayers, half 
that to singles. 

Hardly the windfall that will 
stimulate consumer spending, 
which accounts for two-thirds of 
U.S. economic activity. 

“You don’t go out and buy a 
new car with that -kind of mon- 
ey,’’ says economist Murray 
Weidenbaum, director of hi 
Center for the Study of -Ameri- 
can Business at Washington Uni- 
versity. 

The federal government’s so- 
called pump-priming ability is 
limited this time around, econo- 
mists say. The .government 
pumps the prime via tax cuts, 
increases in defense spending 
and creation of jobs through 
public works projects all 
actions that pump money into 
consumers’ hands. 

True-to form, each economist 
offers a slightly different expla- 
nation for this turn of events 
And none cites the huge federal 
deficit (for fiscal 1992 ending 
Sept. 30, the red ink is expected 
to “pproach $400 billion;, that 
will be added to the $3.8 (Mion 
in debt the government already 
owes) as the primary reason 
government is sitting out this

Pump-priming wouldn't do any 
good now “‘because it doesn’t 
address the problem,”’ says Paul 
Craig Roberts, chairman of. the 
Institute of Political Economy, 
Washington, D.C. “The: problem 
is the Bush Administration has 
killed investment with a combi- 
nation of taxes, regulations and 
lawsuits’’ that have lowered the 
rate of return on fixed invest- 
ments such as automobile 
assembly plants.
